“Complete invalidism from 
heart disease is uncommon. 
Idleness breeds unhappiness and 
is bad for the health.” 

James C. Hagerty, press sec- 
retary, said in answer to ques- 
tions that it was entirely pos- 
sible Mr. Eisenhower would 
confer with congressional lead- 
ers of both parties next month 
on the State of the Union mes- 
sage. 

“We have no reason to be- 
lieve that practice will not be 
followed again this year,” Hag- 
erty said.

MOSCOW, Nov. 7 (UP). 


OVIET DEFENSE MINISTER GEORGI ZHUKOV called 
today for “vigilance” and battle preparedness” in a Com- 
munist anniversary celebration marked by the appearance 


over Red square of a “mighty airborne. battleship.” 


Marshal Zhukov reviewed the 
Soviet armed forces in a great 
parade ‘marking the thirty- 
eighth anniversary of the Oc- 
tober revolution. 

The parade was marked by 
less sabre rattling and gun 
bristling than any in the past 
21 years on similar occasions. 

Zhukov’s formal address 
stressed the economic progress 
of the Soviet Union’ and the 
relaxation of international ten- 
sions and his sole reservation 
referred to the netessity to 
maintain armed. vigilance: 

Jet Bomber Overhead. 

A ‘giant jet bomber escorted 
by  swept-wing jet fighters 
streaked overhead following 
Zhukov’s 10-minute speech atop 
the mausoleum of Stalin and 
Lenin and a parade comménta- 
tor referred to the huge plane 
as a “mighty airborne battle- 
ship.” 

(Actually, however, the plane 
was the two-year-old T-38, a 
huge four-jet bomber shown in 
number at last July’s air show, 
the Associated Press said. Ob- 
servers were puzzled as to why 
only_one was included in today’s 
show, the A.P. said.) 

Zhukov, chunky but impres- 
sive in his marshal’s uniform 
with medals and decorations, 
spoke to thousands of troops 
and citizens massed in Red 
Square. He said the Soviet 
Union continues “undeviatingly 
and consistently to struggle for 
the cause of peace throughout 
the world.” 


confessed serious ideological 
errors, he was very much at 
ease and sure of himself last 
night.

This is 
part of the war of nerves in 
the East-West struggle. 


What precipitated the debate 
was the fact the British Foreign 
Office and officialdom in: gen- 
eral tried to wrap the whole 
business up in the old school tie 
and bury it from sight. The 
explanation contained in an of- 
ficial white paper was to most 
Britishers an insult to the in- 
telligence. It was the triumph 
of a sterile and decaying tradi- 
tion—the bogus mystery of Brit- 
ish intelligence and British 
diplomacy by our best people— 


The good will shown at the 
Geneva simmit conference has 
led “to a certain relaxation in 
international tension,” he added, 
but he warned sailors, soldiers | 
and airmen not to relax their | 
guard.

Taxes in St. Louis County 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


A notice accompanied my St. Louis 
county real estate tax bill containing 
the information that assessments on 
town lots were increased 60 per 
cent and on acreage 85 cent. 

Now here’s the windf My prop- 
erty has always been assessed as res- 
idential, but because the house is on 
a one-acre tract it is classed as farm 
‘property. My assessment went up 
85 per cent, whereas it should have 
been raised by 60 per cent as res- 
idential. 

At any rate, my tax bill has in- 
creased $67.84 over last year. 

I leave it to your imagination as 
to how I will vote on the bond issue 
proposels this month, unless I am 
assured that there will not be a tax 
increase if they win. 

OVERTAXED. 


Your attempt to make it appear 
that the St. Louis county adminis- 
tration is responsible for our in- 
creased taxes this year cannot ob- 
secure the basic fact that it is only 
obeying an order from the Dem- 
ocratic State Tax Commission s0 
that the taxes of the utility com- 
panies can be reduced to the tune of 
about a half-million dollars. E.G.D. 


In this St. Louis county subdivision 
alone—105 houses—each home owner 
has had his taxes increased by 29 
plus per cent over last year’s taxes! 
A check will show that this is the 
general situation throughovt the 
county, When the matter of prop- 
erty revaluation crme up, a call to 
the Tax Collector's office resulted 
in our being told that the revalua- 
tion would be offset by a tax rate 
reduction to make the 1955 taxes 
“commensurate” with the 1954 taxes. 


According to my Webster’s dic- 
tionary the word “commensurate” 
means “equal in measure.” Don't 
we taxpayers have any legal re 
course in such a situation? Can the 
County Tax Collector simply impose 
this 29 plus per cent, increase in 
taxes without the public having «a 
voice in the matter? Is this democ- 
racy? If it isn’t tyranny, just what 
is it?

Unlike Vinita Park Taxpayer, I 
was not shecked by the tax increase. 
How could I be when it was the sixth 
in succession. Starting out in 1950 
with a real estate tax of $85 my tax 
has grown every year until it is now 
$187.30 in 1955.

The Circuit Attorney's office, however, or- 
dered the defendants rearrested, “hold for the 
grand jury.” This was last August. Since neither 
defendant could make bond, each was held in 
City Jail—illegally, as it now develops—one for 
80 days and the other for 74 days. 

No question has been raised of the right of 
a grand jury to indict an individual previously 
freed at a preliminary hearing. But persons 
rearrested on the Circuit Attorney’s say-so cer- 
tainly are entitled either to another preliminary 
hearing, or to a speedy presentation of the facts 
of their case to the grand jury. In each of these 
two cases, the defendants got neither one nor 
the other. | 

As Presiding Circuit Judge John K. Regan 
said in a public statement: 

I do feel these men should not have been 
held as prisoners awaiting action by the 
grand jury on the same charge for which 
there had been a judicial determination that 
there was a lack of probable cause to hold 
them for trial. Under the law, Dowd had a 
right to have them arrested immediately and 
present the case a second time to a regular 
judge for a preliminary hearing. We don't 
want any erosion of civil rights anywhere, 
and particularly not in St. Louis.... 


Mr. Dowd’s excuse for ignoring the jailed 
airmen seems to be that the grand jury was too 
busy with the alleged police “payoffs” to hear 
evidence in routine cases. This is no excuse at 
all. Where a person is held behind bars on the 
meaningless notation “Hold for Grand Jury,” 
the case is not routine. 

Surely the grand jury's attention ought to 
have been directed at once to the cases of the 
two airmen waiting in jail to learn whether or 
not they were to be charged with a crime. 

The protection of the rights of citizens, like 
charity, begins “at home.” It begins in police 
stations, in holdovers, in jails, in the offices: of 
the prosecutor. Circuit Attorney Dowd’s handling 
of these cases has put a black mark on St. Louis's 
enviable record in the guarding of Constitu- 
tional liberties.

If the St. Louis County Library Board wants 
to help the passage of the county's urgent bond 
issue—and that can be taken for granted—the 
board members will do everything possible to 
see that the prospective $116,000 tax “windfall” 
situation is corrected forthwith.

Any motorist who habitually uses Clayton 
road west of Skinker boulevard is in a good 
position to check up on the statements of those 
who are opposing the Daniel Boone expressway 
in the county bond issue election.

These de- 
velopments would greatly relieve congestion on 
the city portion of the route while the Boone 
expressway link greatly relieved it on the county 
portion, 

The $86,500,000 expressways item in the bond 
issue would finance not only the Boone express- 
way, but the Mark Twain, Ozark Outer Belt 
expressways as well. Approval of this item is 
absolutely vital to the movement of traffic 
within St. Louis county ‘and between city and 
county.

The Department of Com- 
merce reported yesterday that 
wages, salaries, and income 
from rent and proprietorships, 
interest, dividends and agricul- 
ture hit a level in September 
which, if sustained for a year, 
would mean a personal income 
totaling $307,500,000,000. 

This would be a rise in the 


000,000 from August. 

Personal income first hit the 
300 billion dollar level in May 
and has not dipped below that 
figure. The usual “summer 
. slack season” failed to develop. 
~ Ineome has quadrupled since 
1939 when it reached $72,900,- 
000,000. 

Higher income in wages and 
salaries, particularly in durable 
goods manufacturing industries, 
and from hefty retail trade ac- 
tivity and larger dividends com- 
prised the bulk of the August 
to September rise. 

Wage and salary totals rose 
$800,000,000, on a full — 
basis. About $600,000, 
this increase was in durable 
goods industries. Proprietors 
and rental income was up $900,- 
000,000 at annual rates and per- } 
sonal income from interest and 
dividends climbed $400,000,000, 
the report said.

Chinese factory worker is 35 
yuan a month ($14). The wage 
scale for unskilled and semi- 
skilled labor ranges from 35 
to 80 yuan a month. Rents » 
vary, and a family of four may 
pay anything between 24% and 
six yuan monthly for a room 
or two. 

There is steady progress. 
With the increase in textile 
production the tunic is already 
on the defensive. Blouses of 
aang designs are frequent- 
ly worn by women, and here 
and there a European frock or 
a fetching cheong sam, the 
high-necked Chinese dress with 
its occasionally disconcerting 
split skirt. 

The motive power behind all 
this is geared to the patter of 
Marx, the angular cast-iron 
bureaucracy of the Socialist 
state, and to the ideology that 
would organize a push-button 
paradise for like-minded mice. 
Administrative services work 
with remarkable efficiency but 
amid a welter of forms and 
controls and cross-checks. Noth- 
ing is flexible. 


Platitudinous Answers. 


Meanwhile, upon the indi- 
vidualistic Chinese character. 
has been imposed a common 
system of mental reflexes that 
contain its bubbling spirit, and 
the more interesting the ques- 
tion you ask about the New 
China, the more platitudinous 
will be the stock reply you get. 

But in the market a shop- 
keeper explains what appears to 
be a silk-covered dice-box with 
a perforated ivory lid. “In 
winter,” he says, “you catch 
a cricket and put inside. Then 
you tuck box inside coat. 
Cricket is warm, he sing for 
ou. You carry him about. 
or pleasure. 

A People’s Army soldier, car- 
rying a red parasol, fingers a 
small cylinder of ivory attached 
to a silken cord. “For ladies,” 
remarks the shopkeeper to me. 
“She put flower inside. Then 
hang on wrist. Can smell from 
time to time.” 

In the hutung# there are 
plant-pots even on the curling 
roofs. Out at the Wintér Pal- 
ace, in the open-air theater, 
3000 Chinese applaud a classical 
opera with its splendid cos- 
tumes, its delicate studied con- 
ventions of head and hand. 
Down near the wall of the Tar- 
tar City is a twisting little 
street whose shops are stuffed 
with the exquisite work of more 
than 2000 years in ceramic, 


bronze and porcelain. But the 
shopkeepers never part with 
their finest treasures. All 
around this is what has been, 
but must perforce cease to be, 
perhaps the most lovely city in 
the world. 
Hygienic Tedium. 


Can such a people really pre- 
fer the hygienic tedium of new 
“democracy?” The answer must 
be conditioned by the knowl- 
edge that the peasant and coo- 
lie; the average Chinese, never 
smelled the roses of his heri- 
tage. Today China is united 
under a central] administration 
which to the average labortr 
makes an effort to insure that 
the people have the rudimén- 
tary necessities of life. 

By and large, it is left to the 
foreigner to attack the ideology, 
sneer at the ugliness, mourn 
lost glories that no one can 
afford. 

One question remains for the 
government. The Chinese may 
be glad of small mercies today, 
but, pragmatic as he is, how 


much is his appreciation going

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (AP) 
-—The Army has ordered a re- 
organization of its chemical 


corps to seek out new germ 
and gas weapons and means of 
defending against them. 
Secretary of the Army Wilber 
Brucker put the changes in mo- 
tion yesterday, broadening the 
corps’ mission to develop agents 
of biological, radiological and 
chemical warfare “to the fullest 
extent the human mind can en- 
compass.” 

He called for a reorganization 
along lines of a report setting 
forth the main objectives as 
emphasis on research and “un- 
inhibited speculation” on how 
to convert new ideas into meth- 
ods of subduing an enemy with- 
out destroying property which 
the victor might want to save. 
The report was prepared by 
a special committee of civilian 
scientists, chemical experts and 
educators headed by Otto N. 
Miller, a vice president of Stan- 
dard Oil Co. of California. 
Adopted for early implemen- 
tation, the report said the chem- 
ical corps’ research efforts 
should concentrate weapons of 
“maximum potential, irrespec- 
tive of particular concepts of 
warfare.” 

| Decrying what it called a lack 
‘of public understanding, the 
committee said atomic warfare 
is freely discussed but that 
much work of the chemical 
‘corps “has been assumed to be 


| horrifying in character.”

| Its stress on the nondestruc- 
itive potential of chemical wea- 
pons underscored a view the 
Army officially expressed last 
summer. A circular issued at 
the time described them as “spe- 
cial purpose”’ weapons and said 
they should no longer be listed 
in the “mass destruction cate- 
gory” with nuclear weapons. 

An earlier statement declared 
“indiscriminate destruction is 
unjustifiable in a military 
sense” since the Army’s aim is 
not to destroy “the bases on 
which a peace can be built.”

The Miller committee urged 
greater awareness that chemical 
agents and weapons have a 
unique potential” in this re- 
spect and that some agents, such 
as certain kinds of nerve gas, 
could “weaken the will to fight” 
of an enemy population without 
killing or producing permanent 
injury. 

Reorganization of the chemi- 
cal corps will set up three ma- 
jor commands under the chief 
chemical officer: research and 
development, engineering, and 
materiel. The committee report 
said this structural change was 
needed to eliminate duplication 
of effort. 

The research command, in the 
words of the report, must have 
“singleness of purpose, to origi- 
nate and develop new agents, 
weapons and protective meas- 
ures.” 

The engineering command 
will translate these ideas into 
practical terms and the materiel 
command will furnish the final 
product in the form of gases, 
germs or radiological weapons. 

The research and develop- 
ment command will operate 
through three field centers. 
Edgewood arsenal in Maryland 
will have prime responsibility 
for chemical research. Camp 
Detrick, Md., has been assigned 
biological warfare research, and 
the present testing grounds at 
Dugway, Utah, will be respon- 
sible for field testing.

One recurring unsubstan- 
tiated charge is that foreign 
missionaries ‘‘use wireless trans- 
mitters to reveal India’s mili- 
tary secrets to foreign powers,” 

: Loaded Questions. 

The Christians appearing be- 
fore the committee have gen- 
erally been given a written 
questionnaire in advance. Here 
are some representative samples 
of its 99 questions: 

“Are any of the following 
methods used for conversion? 
Advancing loans; threatening 
danger of eternal damnation to 
umconverted souls; extolling 
Christianity and foreign culture; 
decrying non-Christian deities; 
threatening social boycott and 
harassment for non-converts. Is 
treatment in hospitals used as 
a means of mass conversions? 
Are hospital patients obliged 
to take part in Christian pray- 
ers?” 

The questions are decidedly 
léaded, if not hostile. They rep- 
resent an attitude of mistrust 
towards Christians that has 
built up over many years. Hindu 
religion and Hindu nationalism 
are often not easy to tell apart. 
The Indians therefore still feel 
deeply hurt at the thought that 
for centuries they were sneered 
at as idolators by many Chris- 
tian missionaries. 
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Besides, the Christians did 
not, generally, participate in the 
independence movement against 
Britain. They were obviously 
trusted by the British, and 
therefore mistrusted by the 
Hindus, 

Hindus Worried. 

The political motivation of 
the investigation is revealed by 
the last of the 99 questions: 
“Does conversion to Christian- 
ity affect national loyalty?” 

This question was repeated 


most often, in various forms, }|- 


and its theme was the gist of 
nearly all the anti-Christian 
tirades voiced before the com- 
mittee. In this lies the political 
origin of the investigation. 

Multi-racial south Asian 
countries, soon after they ac- 
quired independence following 
the second world war, found 
separatist movements spring- 
ing up among their various 
communities. The Karens of 
Burma are an example; The 
Nagas of northeast India are 
another. Both these groups 
have a strong Christian move- 
ment started mainly by Ameri- 
can missionaries. 

The Hindus, in fact, cannot 
forget that India was parti- 
tioned by the will of the Mos- 
lem religious minority which 
insisted on breaking away and 
forming its own state—Pakis- 
‘tan. The Hindus fear the pos- 
sibility of a future “Christian 


Pakistan. 

This fear is fed by the knowl- 
edge that there are some 25.- 
000,000 tribesmen in India who 
have been treated as despicable 
outcasts by the Hindus, and 
have been befriended by the 
Christians, whose hospitals and 
schools were the first attempts 
to improve the lot of the 
wretched jungle people. There 
are fairly compact groups of 
Christian tribesmen here and 
there—585,000, for instance, on 
India’s northeast frontier, and 
there are 10,000 Indian troops 
there fighting the tribesmen’s 
separatist movement. 

Blow to Pride. 

The Hindus have become 
alarmed by such stirrings and 
have lately tried to emulate the 
missionaries and 

uplift to the tribes.” But 

the Hindus were met in many 
cases with suspicion. The tribes 
obviously preferred the foreign 
Missionaries.

NEW YORK, Nov. 7 (UP). 


WO fathers discussed the 
telephone customs of teen- 
age daughters recently. 

“Does yours do her home- 
work on the telephone?” one 
father asked. 

“Homework!” snorted the sec- 
ond father. “Mine plays the 
viola. She and some friend both 
started in the school orchestra 
this fall: They keep in touch 
with each other's practicing 
over the telephone.” 


Father No. 1 could even top 
that story. (This conversation 
really did take place, and a 
check of a ew other fathers by 
an eavesdropper to the first 
conversation showed the two 
men were not exaggerating.) 

The topper was an exagper- 
ated description of record play- 
ing, teen-age telephone style. 
Seems this father’s neighbor- 
hood is the scene of frequent 
telephone calls to let friends 
hear the latest jazz record in 
some teen-ager’s collection. 

“Lately they've started play- 
ing a record several times in 
one phone call and singing 
along with it,” he said.
